Federal Board Recommends 
to Senate That U. S. 
Cease Efforts to Collect 
$400,000,000. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Aban- 

donment by Congress of the Gov- 

ernment’s attempt to collect excess 


earnings from the country’s rail- 
roads and a revision of the pres- 
ent legal standard by which the 
level.of all transportation rates is 
determined was recommended to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

In a letter to the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, signed 
by Joseph B. Eastman on behalf 
of his colleagues, the commission 
said there was the “menace of ex- 
tensive and prolonged litigation” 
over the recapture situation and 
that railroads are now faced with 
continually increased competition 
from other forms of transporta- 
tion.’”’ 

An acceptance by Congress of 
the policy proposed would wipe off 
the records claims based on pres- 
ent laws by which the Government 
has been in theory endeavoring to 


collect about $400,000,000. This 
amount represented one-half of 
the earnings the country’s more 


prosperous railroads have obtained 
during the last decade in excess of 
6 per cent on their valuation. 

All of the commission’s attempts 
to fix valuations on particular rail- 
roads which. would follow recap- 
ture proceedings, however, have 
been entangled in litigation which 


still is unsettled. 

In its proposals to change the 
legal basis for rate fixing, the 
Eastman letter outlined two 


amendments to the Howell bill now 
pending before the Senate. They 
would direct the rate regulating 
body to fix schedules that would 
enable railroads “‘to establish and 
maintain a credit sufficient to at- 
tract the capital required to meet 
transport needs,” and to “furnish 
transportation service to shippers 
and travelers at the lowest rates 
consistent with adequate service.” 

The present legislative rule re- 
quires the commission to maintain 
schedules which would enable the 
railroads to earn under 5% per 
cent on their determined valuation. 

The commission amendment, 
while proposing that a fair return 
on railroad property should be 
sought, would allow more than this 
amount to be earned in prosperous 
periods and less in depressed pe- 
riods without necessarily shifting 
rates. -

HOOVER'S VIEWS 


Wheeler Calls Attention to 
Efforts of Close Friends 
of President to Make It 
Appear That He Is Damp 


BINGHAM PROPOSES 
‘4 PER CENT BEER 


This Causes Montanan to

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 

tana, brought up the subject by 
placing in the record a number of 
newspaper articles, among them an 
editorial from the New York World 
which declared that it was no 
longer possible for Mr. Hoover “to 
shout with the drys and whisper 
with the wets.”’ 

The discussion of the President’s 
views arose in the debate on the 
Howell bill proposing a drastic new 
dry code for the District of Colum- 
bia. Senator Bingham  (Rep.), 
Connecticut, a wet, moved that all 
the bill after the enacting clause 
be stricken out and a provision 
substituted to permit the manufac- 
ture and sale of 4 per cent beer. 

Wheeler Asks a Question. 

Bingham said that the Volstead 
act definition of intoxicating liquor 
as anything containing one-half of 
1 per cent of alcohol was “one of 
the most misleading statements 
ever written into any law.” Bing- 
ham’s proposal gave the Montana 
Senator the opportunity he had 
been awaiting. 

“‘Has the Senator’s amendment,” 
he asked, “the approval of the 
President of the United States?” 

“In view of the recent message 
of the President to Congress,” re- 
plied Bingham, “the Senator from 
Montana has no need to ask that 
question.” 

“But I have been reading in- 
spired statements about the ‘open- 
mindedness’ of the president,” re- 
torted Wheeler. “And I thought 
that since the Senator from Con- 
necticut is so close to the presi- 
dent, he might introduce his 4 per 
cent amendment on behalf of the 
administration.” 

Bingham Grins at Irony. 

Wheeler’s irony drew an appre- 
ciative grin from Bingham, who 
made it clear, for the record, that 
on this occasion he was not acting 
as an administration spokesman. 
Pretending still to be wuncon- 
vinced, Wheeler said he had 
thought, after reading the inspired 
Statements from ‘‘close friends” of 
the president, that perhaps he had 
changed his mind since writing his 
dry message to Congress. 

The newspaper articles cited by 
Wheeler revealed, as did a similar 
article in the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day, a concerted effort by some of 
the president’s supporters to place 
him on both sides of the prohibi- 
tion issue. The articles disclosed 
that a selected few newspaper cor- 
respondents were summoned to the 
White House after the president 
had jasued his seemingly dry state- 
ment and were there informed by 
the president’s political secretary, 
Walter Newton, that he had not 
closed the door against revision of 
the eighteenth amendment, but was 
in fact “open-minded” on the whole 
subject.

AT PHILADELPHIA PER 


Former Presidential Yacht 
Sinks. After Blaze—Used 
by 5 Presidents. 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 24.—The 


Mayflower, famous as the presiden- 
tial yacht of five American Pres- 
idents, sank in 24 feet of water at 
her pier at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard tonight after fire had de- 
stroyed her. An hour before she 
sank flames had burned her to the 
water line. Then she listed and 
went to the bottom of the Dela- 
ware, 

Fire from an undetermined 
cause burst from the Mayflower 
shortly before 10 o'clock, an explo- 
sion tearing hatches away and 


sending out clouds of smoke and 
flame. 

All the fire fighting apparatus 
in the Navy yard was sent to the 
scene, and virtually every marine 
and sailor in the yards fought the 
fire with hose lines and extinguish- 
ers. The Philadelphia fire. depart- 
ment sent several engines to the 
yard and also rushed a fireboat 
down the Delaware to fight the fire 
from the water side of the vessel. 
Five sailors were overcome by 
smoke and fumes from paint con- 
tainers and acid tanks that -«x- 
ploded. The men were treated at 
the navy yard hospital. Equip- 
ment was being transferred to the 
Mayflower from the Niagara, but 
the vessels were cut apart and the 
Niagara escaped damage. 

Rear Admiral Bostwick, com- 
mander of the yard, and Capt. 
Townsend, the yard officer, took up 
posts on the Niagara. When sev- 
eral other explosions occurred and 
the Mayflower began to list they 
ordered every man off the burn- 
ing craft. 

The Mayflower, decommissioned 
mére than a year ago, had been 
tied up at the navy yard for re- 
conditioning. The siender, grace- 
ful ship was once owned by Og- 
den Goelet, from whose estate it 
was purchased by the Governnient 
in 1898. - The Mayflower was built 
by the J. N. G. Thompson Co. at 
Clyde Bank, Scotland, in 1896, The 
Mayflower had served as the pres- 
idential yacht from the admihistra- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt until 
President Hoover directed that it 
be decommissioned for reasons of 
econoniy. ve

A third brother, Charles -Skou- 
ras, Warner manager for the St. 
Louis territory, which includes the 
Ambassador, Missouri, Grand Cen- 
tral and some 30 neighborhood 
houses, has not resigned because 
of a’ long-term contract, Spyros 
Skouras said. 

The three  Skouras brothers 
joined the Warner organization as 
salaried executives in 1928, when 
they sold their extensive St. Louis 
theater interests, which included 
control of the neighborhgood chain 
and a substantial interest in the 
Ambassador, Missouri and Grand 
Central. Paramount-Publix Cor- 
poration, a rival of Warner, still 
owns a substantial interest in the 
three houses which have been op- 
erated by the Warner, company. 

When the Skourases sold out, .it 
was not disclosed what price they 
received for their holdings or 
whether payment was in cash or 
Warner stock. At the time, it was 
understood that the. price was 
based not only on the value of the 
theaters but on an agreement that 
the Skouras Brothers would join 
the Warner organization.

TOWER GUARD FIRES,

They Retreat to I Hall, Lock 
Themselves In and Sur- 
render an Hour Later on 
Promise They Will Not 
Be Beaten.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.— 


Four’ convicts captured and dis- 
armed three guards in I Hall, 
‘hard-boiled’ department of the 


Missouri Penitentiary, at 6:15 this 
evening, and released themselves 
from the building with the chief 
guard's keys, after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to liberate more than 
400 other prisoners. ~ 

A tower guard, W. H. Simmons, 
fired at the men as they fran 
toward the wall, and wounded three 
of them with shotgun slugs. The 
men retreated to. I Hall, locked 
themselves in, and at, 7:45 p. m. 
surrrendered to Warden Rudolph 
and 15 guards, armed with shot- 
guns, machine guns ,and_ tear 
bombs. The condition of their sur- 
render was that they should not 
be beaten. They were told that 
they would be placed in solitary 
confinement, and this was done, 

Three Robbers Wounded, 

The four convicts, none of whom 
is thought to be dangerously 
wounded, are: 

Al Jenkins, Kansas City, serv- 
ing 15 years from June, 1926, for 
robbery; leader of the attack on 
the guards. 

Guy Herron, Kansas City, three 
years for robbery from April, 1929; 
wounded in the left leg and left 
wrist. 

Tom Cook, Dunklin County, 25 
years from November, 1930, for 
murder; wounded in the right side, 

Anthony Capprello, Kansas City, 
15 years from November, 1930, for 
robbery; wounded in the right hip. 

I hall, at the east end of the 

penitentiary plant, within the walla, 
is a complete prison in itself, Its 
472 inmates are largely of the most 
troublesome character. A number 
of them were participants in the 
food’ riots and strikes which kept 
the prison in a turmoil for several 
days last March. 
Except for a _ few trusties as- 
signed to tasks about the building, 
Jenkins, Herron, Cook and Cap- 
prello were the only inmates of I 
hall who were not locked in their 
cells at the time of their outbreak, 
They were doing punishment for 
misbehavior, and were required to 
stand silent in line near the guard 
office, on the second cell-floor, 
where Frank Wehmeyer, a captain 
of the guards, was on duty, 

Guard Held Up With Knife. 
The prisoners’ silence was sud- 
denly broken when Wehmeyer 
stepped out of the office, to in- 
spect the tier of cells, As lie 
passed Jenkins, he saw ai knife 
flash, and heard the command 
“Hands up!” Jenkins pressed 


the blade against his side, while 


the other men seized him and 
reached for his revolver. 

A minute later, Wehmeyer was 
being marched down a stairway 
to the first floor entrance. Noar 
the entrance, Guard D. C. Bailey 
was encountered, and one of the 
convicts held him up with the 
weapon just taken from Wehmey- 
er. Bailey was disarmed, and the 
two guards were marched to a 
first-floor cell used for shower 
bath, and were locked in with a 
key taken from the chief guard's 
keyring. 

‘After Wehmeyer and Bailey had 
been imprisoned a shot was fired 
through the grating of the shower 


cen, Neither of the guards was 


hit, and they do not know which 
the convicts fired.

It aims to 
rid the party of Southern domina- 
tion and to make it distinctly na- 
tional, rather than sectional in 
character. Its probable strength is 
sufficiently indicated by a@ canvass 
which shows that less than one- 
half of the Democratic seats in the 
next House will belong to the 
states composing the “Solid South.” 
Cochran and his associates are 
not unfriendly to the leadership of 
Representative Garner of Texas, 
and expect to vote for him for 
Speaker unless their demands are 


rejected. Such a rejection, how- 
ever, might have serious conse- 
juences. 


Proposes Subcommittee. 

Under the present Democratic 
organization in the House the 
Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee make com- 
mittee assignments. Cochran's 
plan contemplates the creation of 
a committee on committees, to be 
composed of one Representative 
from each state having Democratic 
representation in the House, this 
committee also to select a steering 
committee consisting of nine mem- 
bers. 

Moreover, it would provide for 


monthly conferences at which, as 
one of its sponsors stated, ‘“‘the 
party leaders would receive in- 


structions instead of giving them.” 
These conferences would provide a 
forum where questions of policy 
could be threshed out thoroughly 
and the party policies determined. 

The more liberal Democratic 
members aré eager to avoid a 
repetition of the mutinous condi-

FARO SWINDLE VICTIM 
EXPLAINS RESIGNATION 


Woman Tax Official Acted, She 
Says to Shield Friends and 
Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Mrs. Myrtle 


Tanner Blacklidge resigned as Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for 
Northern Illinois today “to prevent 
any further embarrassment to my 
friends and to our Government” 


from the alleged faro swindle in 
which she lost $50,000 in borrowed 
cash and $207,000 in paper profits. 

Mrs. Blacklidge sent a telegram 
of resignation to Washington to- 
day and then, from her bed in a 
Chicago hospital, issued a state- 
ment in which she reiterated that 
she was the victim of a band of 
card swindlers and that “it is a 
brutal injustice to claim that I had 
anything to do with the criminals 
except to be their victim.’’ 

She did not refer directly to Ed- 
ward R. Litsinger, who lent her 
the $50,000 and who charged she 
was a party to the swindle, but 
she said the “unfounded accusa- 
tions of one of whom .. . I had 
regarded as a friend’’ had “added 
to the crushing humiliation and 
blow which I received when I real- 
ized that I was dealing not with 
sympathetic friends of my husband 
but with criminals.”’ 

Mrs, Blacklidge wept as she 
talked to reporters and she failed 
to answer many of their questions. 
She did say, however, that she had 
not signed a note to Litsinger, 
member of the Cdok County Board 
of Review and a worker in the 
Republican faction headed by Sen- 
ator Charles 8S. Deneen. She did 
not reply when asked if s he in- 
tended to pay the $50,000 back. 

Reports from Washington said 
the resignation had been accepted 
and Robert Neely, Mrs. Black- 
lidge’s first assistant, made acting 
collector. Beyond a further check 
of her books and an audit to make 
ready for the new collector, Fed- 
eral officials indicated they had no 
further interest in the case. 

Litsinger wrote his side of the 
case to State’s Attorneys here and 
in Springfield, Ill, where the al- 
leged faro game was played 
Wednesday night, but neither 
would say today whether he in- 
tended to file gharges against Mrs. 
Blacklidge.

Employers Would Bear the 
Cost Under Bill Intro- 
duced in the Missouri 
Senate by Kinney. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.— 
Unemployment insurance in Mis- 


souri at the expense of the em- 
ployers of labor to be administered 
along the general lines of State 
workmen’s compensation insurance 
in several states is proposed in a 
measure introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Kinney of St. Louis. 
The movement for unemployment 
legislation was initated by a group 
of the Woman Voters’ League, 
headed by Mrs. Walston Chubb of 
Webster Groves. 

Senator Kinney plans to have a 
public hearing on the measure be- 
fore the Labor Committee of the 
Senate. 

The general lines of the bill con- 
template that employers of labor 
shall contribute to a fund, from 
which unemployment § insurance 
will be paid at the rate of 1% per 
cent of the wages paid to em- 
ployes. 

Administration of the fund is 
placed with the commissioner of 
the State Department of* Labor, 
who is directed to appoint an ad- 
visory committee consisting of an 
equal number of representatives of 
employers and employes and one 
member who is neither an em- 
ployer nor an employe. 
$10 for 13 Weeks Is Limit. 
Unemployment benefits to be 
paid under the act would be 60 
per cent of the weekly wage with 
a maximum payment of $10 a week 
to an employe more than 18 years 
of age, and $5 a week to an em- 
ploye les sthan 18. ayments are 
limited to 18 weeks ir any one year 
and to benefit under the act an 
employe must have been employed 
within the state not less than 26 
weeks in the two preceding cal- 


ndar years. 
He must also be capable of and 
available for employment, but 


shall not be required to accept a 
situation vacant because of strikes 
or trade disputes, nor if the wages, 
hours and conditions are not those 
prevailing for similar work. 

The act does not apply to farm 
labor and does not apply to per- 


ual labor at a rate of remunera- 
tion of not more than $1600 a 
It applies only to employ- 
ers having six or more employes. 
No employe would be eligible to 
benefits under the act if he lost his 
employment through misconduct, if 
he left it voluntarily without rea- 
sonable cause, or if he left or lost 
his employment because of a strike 
or trade dispute in the establish- 
ment in which he was employed. 
Terms of Benefits. 

Benefitr under the act would not 
begin for any employe until after 
he has been out of work two weeks, 
though in these two weeks tem- 
porary employment for not more 
than six days would not prejudice 
his case nor lengthen the period he 
must wait before he is entitled to 
his payments. 

Any agreement of an employe to 
waive his rights under the act is 
made invalid, as is any assignment 
of benefits, which also are made 
free from levy or attachment for 
debt. 

Provision is made to exempt em- 
vloyers who can satisfy the Labor 
Commissioner of his ability to car- 
ry his own unemployment insur- 
ance, but the commissioner is em- 
powered to require him to furnish 
security for the maintenance of a 
reserve fund and to guarantee pay- 
ment of the same benefits paid 
from the unemployed reserve fund 
managed by the State.

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CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—American 
entry into the League of Nations 
was urged today as a palliative for 
economic depressions. . 

Manley O. Hudson of Cambridge,

Only 
through political action can its 
corréction be had. And until exist- 
ing provisions are repealed or 
modified the contempt for law en- 
gendered as the result of present 
methods may be expected only to 
spread.’”’

shouted to Jenkins and his com- 
rades, telling him to let them out. 
“You've got the keys, haven't 
you?” several called to the four. 
Fail in Attempt to Open Cells. 

They, had the keys, and they 
tried them on the nearest tier of 
cella, But it was not so easy as 
that. To open the cells, certain 
levers in the control room must 
be manipulated. The four men did 
not know how this was done, and 
did not have time for experiment- 
ing. In a few minutes, as they 
knew, the Warden’s office would 
be automatically notified of the 
trouble at I Hall by failure to re- 
ceive certain raytine signals. There 
was a trusty at large in the build- 
ing who did know how to use the 
control levers, but he kept out of 
their way. 

There was another trusty who 
pressed a button, at some point 
in I Hall, to give an alarm outside 
the building. This set a red light 
burning within sight of the deputy 
warden’s ptfice, and Guard O. F. 
Douglas, seeing the light, hurried 
to I Hall. He arrived there when 
the four convicts were about to 
leave, and they stopped long 
enough to hold him up and take his 
club—he carried no revolver. 

“You'll be killed if you make any 
disturbance,”’ the four told Doug- 
las. They did not take time to 
place him with the other guards, 
but lockéd him in I Hall ag they 
made their way out into the prison 
yard. 

Running around the north end 
of the building, they started toward 
the east wall, about 100 feet from 
I Hall. One of them picked up a 
ladder, 7 feet long, as the only 
means at hand of scaling the wall, 
which was not less than 12 feet 
high at any point. 

Exchange Shots with Guard. 

Floodlights showed the four 
forms to Simmons, the nearest of 
the guards, in Tower 7. The men, 
seeing Simmons standing outside 
the tower, with a misplaged flood- 
light making him conspicuous, be- 
gan firing at him, and shouted to 
him to surrender. 

Instead, Simmons ducked into 
his tower, and came out firing his 
sawed-off shotgun. Every shot 
told, and the convicts yelled with 
pain as the slugs wounded them. 

A guard in Tower 8, so far away 
as to be almost out of range, fired 
once or twice in the direction of 
the men, and spread the alarm. 

The four men, three of them 
wounded, were in a desperate posi- 
tion. They knew that the Warden 
and a force of guards would be 
upon them in a few minutes. Back 
to I Hall the wounded trio stag- 
gered, the uninjured leader, Jen- 
kins, ordering them on. They 
locked themselves in, a minute or 
two before the Warden and 15 men 
arrived. 

Guard Officers Leave Ball for Duty 

Word of the outbreak spread 
through Jefferson City, and a num- 
ber of officers of the National 
Guard, here in uniform for the 
Governor’s military ball tonight, 
hurried to the prison. They were 
left at the Warden’s office, to be 
called on if needed, and the situ- 
ation was handled by the prison’s 
staff, 

When the convicts got back into 
I Hall, locking themselves in, they 
did not find the captured guards 
where they had left them. The 
trusty who knew how to handle the 
control levers had worked the one 
which opened the shower bath cell, 
releasing Wehmeyer -and Bailey. 
These two and Douglas, Nearing 
the shots and realizing that the 
convicts would probably come back, 
retired to the basement and locked 
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themselves in, with a key which 
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Wehmeyer still had, and remained 
at a point where shots could not 
reach them. 

The Warden and his attacking 
party, on their first arrival, did 
not have the Warden's duplicate 
key, to unlock the door of I Hall. 
A guard went back to get the key. 
In the meantime Warden Rudolph 
called to a trusty,,and through 
him sent a message to the be- 
leaguered men, 

Pariey With Warden. 

“You tell them that one of them 
has to come down hére to the 
door, or the guards will finish them 
all when they come in,” Rudolph 
told the trusty. 

Jenkins appeared at the front 
door grating a minute later, and 
looked out at the shotguns, rifles 
and machine guns of the attacking 
party. 

“We'll give up if you, promise 
not to beat us,” Jenkins said. 

“You'll have to go in solitary, 
you know that, don’t you?” was 
Rudolph’s reply. 

“Yes,” said Jenkins, “Dut I won't 
let anybody beat me. I'll put a 
bullet through my head first.” 

“Well,” said Rudolph, “you 
won't be beaten, but otherwise 
you'll have to take your punish- 
ment.” 

Jenkins handed out.the two re- 
volvers and tossed Wehmeyer’s 
keys after them. Soon the four 
men, heavily guarded, filed out of 
I Hall. The three wounded men 
were taken to the prison clinic for 
treatment, while Jenkins was 
placed at once in F Hall basement, 
which is “solitary.’’ 


Warden Rudolph and Delph Si- 
mons, director of penal institutions, 
said the promise made to the men 
would be kept, and that a general 
order to guards, forbidding any 
violence or mistreatment of them, 
had been given. 


The three guards, after letting 
themselves out of their place of 
refuge in I Hall basement, related 
that the convicts attempted, in the 
few minutes before their surrender, 
to exact promises from them as to 
the treatment they would receive.

Calls Self “Victorian Ruin.” 

“Old persons are particularly im- 
pressed by public buildings—par- 
ticularly if they are as far gone in 
senility as I am,” he remarked. 
“In fact, I find myself tending to 


| the belief that I am a public build- 


ing. 

“Young people look upon us as 
they regard the pyramids or any 
other ancient, substantial struc- 
ture which occupies, perhaps, too 
much space in the world. If we 
are not thrust behind the scenes, 
we become part of the scenery. The 
ruin which you, see before you is of 
Victorian date. It was built about 
1875. 

“In 1870 the average man was 
convinced that supernatural re- 
ligion was dying. He treated it 
with respect, since he would not 
be disrespectful in the presence of 
death. He took it for granted that 
the papacy stood for a sort of cos- 
mopolitan imperialism, and the 
idea that a patriotic Italian would 
ever devote a part of Italy to the 
Pope and mark off a holy fron- 
tier about it would have seemed as 
fantastic as for the French on the 
day after the armistice, to unite in 
an effort to restore the Kaiser's 
empire. 

“It’s impossible for the young 
to realize how absolutely certain 
it seemed to us in my boyhood, in 
my provincial, Protestant, English 
home, that the Pope not only 
would go but was going the way 
of the Druids. 

Respect for Religion Growing. . 

“When the victory is won, it’s 
very difficult to get the new gen- 
eration to realize that a victory has 
been won, or that there has been 
a victory, or even that there has 
been a battle. But such a victory 
was won between my boyhood and, 
if you will permit me, my middle 
age. 

“It is a question of the ordinary 
detached modern person, pagan, 
Protestant or indifferent. He has 
a respect for the Catholic religion 
that was absolutely unknown in my 
own boyhood. 

A Vanished Dream. 

“There is not an intelligent per- 
son in the world today who is puz- 
zied by the Vatican treaty. No 
one will ask why Italy set off this 
city for the Papacy. The modern 
man will say, ‘We have found this 
indestructible, whether it be mys- 
tic and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it, or whether it 
be historic and traditional and the 
cities of earth cannot compete 
against it, and we shall not burn 
our fingers in this immortal fire.’ 

“We shall have all sorts of pag- 
anism and nonsense in the world 
as heretofore, but never again 
shall we have that dream of my 
boyhood, that the Catholic re- 
ligion is vanishing. That dream 
itself has vanished.”

Establish Fund for Clinic on, 
Diseases of the Kidneys 


and Related Organs in 
Mallinckrodt Institute. 


A $20,000 gift from John F. 
Queeny and his son, Edgar Mon- 
santo Queeny of Monsanto Chem- 
ical Works, for a diagnostic and 
therapeutic clinic of urology 
(diseases of the kidneys and 
related organs) in the Edward Mal- 
linckrodt Institute of Radiology, 
was announced yesterday by Dean 
W. McKim Marriott of Washing- 
ton University of Medicine. 

The Radiological Institute is vir- 
tually completed in the university 
hospital group on Kingshighway. 
It was erected by a $500,000 gift 
of the late Edward Mallinckrodt 
and his son, Edward Mallinckrodt 
Jr., of Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works. To this the General Edu- 
cation Board, a Rockefeller phil- 
anthropy, added a $750,000 en- 
dowment for research and teach- 
ing. 

Dr. Marriott announced that the 
Institute will be opened next 
month, and the clinic, to be con- 
ducted by the medical school de- 
partment of urology, will be for- 
mally opened at the meeting of 
the American Association of 
Clinical Genito-Urinary Surgeons 
in St. Louis, March 6 and 7. Dem- 
onstrations of the department’s 
work will be given then. 

The department is under direc- 
tion of Prof. John R. Caulk, 
through whom the Queeny gift 
was made in order to develop here 
a Urological clinic comparable to 
the best in the country. The work 
of Dr. Caulk, Dr. D. K. Rose and 
their associates in the department 
has attracted attertion throughout 
the medical world, and has result- 
ed in noteworthy contributions to 
the diagnosis and treatment of 
obscure diseases of the kidneys 
and related organs by X-ray. 

“This marks another important 
step in the development of the 
Washington University medical 
group,” commented Dean Merriott. 
“The medical, surgical, woman’s 
and children's clinics have been 
fully organized and the eye and 
ear, nose and throat clinics will 
soon be in full operation in the 
new McMillan Hospital and Oscar 
Johnson Institute. The importance 
of urology as a division of medi- 
cine has been recognized at other 
medical centers, notably at Johns 
Hopkins and at the Cornell Medi- 
cal group, where large urological 
clinics have been established. 

“The Department of Urology at 
Washington University, although 
staffed by scientists of outstanding 
ability, has been hadicapped seri- 
ously up to the present time by 
lack of adequate facilities. With 
the diagnostic and therapeutic de- 
partment well equipped, due to the 
generosity of Mr, Queeny and his 
son, a long step will have been 
taken in the organization of a com- 
plete urological unit. 

“Future development of the De- 
partment of Urology will natural- 
ly include additional research lab- 
oratories, and in all probability ad- 
ditional hospital beds for patients 
attracted to the group asthe result 
of the facilities now made avail- 
able.”’

31-2 PCT. LOAN 
» RATE EXPECTED 


One Bill Introduced in 
Legislature Would Allow 
This Monthly Interest on 
$150 or Less. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24—A 
strong effort is likely to be made 
at this session of the Legislature 
to restore, in part at least, the 3% 
-per-cent-a-month interest rate on 


small loans made by licensed lend- 
ers. } 

After a bitter fight which led to 
open charges of slush funds the le- 
gal rate was reduced two years ago 
to 2% per centa month. The loans 
on which this rate is allowed are 
those of $300 or less made by per- 
sons or companies subject to regu- 
lation by the State Department of 
Finance. 

A bill has been introduced in 
the House to restore the rate of 
3% per cent on loans of $150 or 
less, leaving the lower rate applica- 
ble to larger loans up to $300. On 
the other hand, Representative 
Schultz of St. Louis has introduced 
a bill to reduce the rate still fur- 
ther to 1% per cent a month. At 
the session two years ago Charles 
M. Hay, St. Louis lawyer and for- 
mer Democratic candidate for 
United States Senator, led the fight 
for the rate reduction and for cer- 
tain regulative measures which 
were enacted. 

Argument for Higher Rate. 


Some of the larger companies op- 
erating under the small loan law 
want the higher rate back and are 
prepared to put up strong argu- 
ments for it. They will rely main- 
ly on the claim that under. the 
present rate it is not profitable to’ 
make loans of less than $100 and 
that as a consequence many needy 
persons seeking smaller loans are 
driven to the so-called high-rate 
lenders whose charges may run as 
high as 10 or 20 per cent a month. 

The larger chain companies, 
some of which do a national busi- 
ness with hundreds of offices, prob- 
ably would be satisfied if they 
could apply the 3% per cent rate 
to loans or unpaid balances of $100 
or less. The smaller companies, 
however, generally favor the 3% 
per cent rate on all loans. 

Two years ago a number of 
members of the Legislature worked 
for outright repeal of the small 
loan law, asserting the rates, then 
amounting to 42 per cent a year 
and now to 30 per cent a year, 
were “unconscionable.” Loans of 
this type usually are repaid in in- 
stallments extending over as many 
as 20 months. 

The volume of this business is 
indicated by an analysis of the an- 
nual reports of 83 companies do- 
ing business in Missouri for the 
year 1929. This analysis was re- 
cently published by 8. L. Cantley, 
commissioner of the State Depart- 
ment of Finance. 

$17,426,392 Lent in Year. 

The number of offices licensed 
for the year was 148, but some of 
these were branches, 10 were dis- 
continued, four were accounted for 
by changes in name and 27 were 
offices whose reports were incom- 
plete. 

At the end of the year the 83 
companies had $10,087,264 in loans 
outstanding) and the number of 
borrowers was 87,271. The num- 
ber of loans made in the year was 
124,305, totaling $17,426,392.21. 

Interest collected during the year 
was ,650,894.74. The average 
loan was $140.19, but the average 
of the outstanding accounts at the 
end of the year was $115.58. Ac- 
cording to the analysis, the net re- 
turn on tangible capital employed 
was 7.08 per cent. 

The 2% per cent rate was in ef- 
fect for the last five months of the, 
year. An analysis of the 1930 
business, the first full year at the 
reduced rate, probably will not be 
available for some time. 


A death warrant which formally 
orders the execution by hanging of 
Miguel Aguelera at the,City Jail 
next Friday for murder® during a 
holdup was prepared yesterday by 
William Hoefele, Circuit Clerk for 
Criminal Causes, and delivered to 
Sheriff Strodtman, in accordance 
with a Supreme Court mandate. 

Aguelera’s only hope of escap- 
ing death rests with Gov. Caulfield, 
who has under advisement a final 
plea for commutation of the sen- 
tence. However, the Governor has 
consistently disapproved of the ex- 
ercise of executive clemency. 

The warrant orders the execu- 
tion of Aguelera on Friday, Jan. 
30, between 6 a: m, and 6 p. m. 
The custom has been to complete 
executions as soon after 6 a. m. 
as possible. The death watch will 
begin Wednesday morning. 

Two Got Life Terms. 

Aguelera, 22 years old, and Jose 
Martinez, both Mexican citizens, 
were tried together for the killing 
of Nathan Broddon, 62, in a’hold- 
up of his clothing shop, Oct. 31, 
1928. Both were sentenced to hang, 
but Circuit Judge Rutledge reduced 
Martinez’'s punishment to life im- 
prisonment, on the ground that 
there was a difference in the de- 
gree of guilt because Martinez was 
waiting outside the shop at 2317 
Cherokee street when the shooting 
occurrred. David Velasco, in the 
store with Aguelera, was tried sep- 
arately and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. 

Conviction Confirmed. 

The conviction of Aguelera was 
confirmed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court in December after an appeal 
based on the contention that the 
trial court erred in not appointing 
a Spanish interpreter. This con- 
tention was overruled on the 
ground that there was testimony 
by four witnesses, one a defense 
witness, that the defendants un- 
derstood and spoke English intel- 
ligently. 

Refusal of the trial court to ap- 
point an interpreter resulted in a 
complaint by the Mexican embassy 
at Washington to Secretary of 
State Stimson, who asked Gov. 
Caulfielq for full information on 
the case. Judge Rutledge and Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller sent detailed 
reports to Stimson,

YEAR IN WORKHOUSE 
FOR DIPLOMA FRAUD 


Dr. H. B. Frost Admits Selling 
Bogus Medical and Chiro- 
practic Credentials. 


Dr. Harry B. Frost, a chiroprac- 
tor, who came from New York last 
month to deal in bogus medical 
and chiropractic displomas, was 
sentenced to a year in the Work- 
house yesterday, when he pleaded 
guilty of the illegal sale of a di- 
ploma to Dr. John T. Stephens, 
president of the Missouri State Chi- 
ropractic Association. 

Just 24 hours after his arrest, 
Dr. Frost was arraigned before 
Judge Butler in Court of Criminal 
Correction. He wept continuously 
during the court proceedings and 
had difficulty answering the 
Judge’s questions. 

Judge Butler held out the hope 
of parole if Dr. Frost co-operated 
with Prosecuting Attorney Rose- 
can in an investigation of diploma 
sales in other cities, as he has 
promised to do. The maximum pen- 
alty for the offense is a year’s im- 
prisonment and a $500 fine. 

Dr. Frost was arrested in his 
apartment, at 4370 Lindell boule- 
vard, after Dr. Stephens bought 
two diplomas, one medical and one 
chiropractic, with $225 in marked 
money. A 10-day investigation pre- 
ceded the arrest, attention having 
been attracted to Dr. Frost’s ac- 
tivities by newspaper advertise- 
ments addressed to nurses and 
young men “desirous of becoming 
doctors of chiropractic.” 

Dr. Robert Adcox, 70 years old, 
who confessed complicity in the 
sale of diplomas and high school 
credits in 1923, was questioned yes- 
terday by Rosecan, who said he 
was convinced Dr. Adcox had no 
part in Dr. Frost’s fraudulent ac- 
tivities. In Missouri, both physi- 
cians and chiropractors are _ re- 
quired to pass a State Board exam- 
ination before being licensed to 
practice.

Nye of North Dakota Pro- 
poses Special Committee, 
but Action Is Delayed Un- 
til Tomorrow. 


Y WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—An in- 


vestigation of the oil industry was 
proposed in the Senate today by 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, t6 detefmine whether prices 
of crude oil and gasoline are being 


maintained by agreement or other 
practices in violation Of the anti- 
trust laws. 

After speaking on his proposed 
bill to put “teeth” in the law cre- 
ating the Federal Trade .Commis- 
sion to protect the independent oi! 
operators and merchants from 
monopolies, Nye offéred the oil 
inquiry resolution, but asked to be 
excused from serving on the in- 
vestigating committee because of 
the préss of othér duties. 

The fesolution went over until 
Monday under the rules. It would 
create a special investigating com- 
mittee of five Senators. Measures 
to place a tariff on oil and other- 
wise restrict ita importation into 
the United States are pending be- 
fore tie Senate Commerce Com- 
milttee. 

Low Crude Of] Price. 

The special committee would be 
instructed to inquire into the 
causes of the low ptice of crude, 
ana margins between the price of 
3 crude and the selling price of 

product®; whéther these condi- 
Ay have resulted from any “con- 
spiracy In restraint of trade,” and 


whether the prices have been con- 


trolied. by any corporation, joint 
stock compafiy or corporate combi- 
nation, 

It would also determine whether 
any agreemenita existed between ofl 
or pipe line operators and; if so, 
the effect of this relationship on 
the production And sale of oil and 
gasoline... ~ 

Alleged discriminations, boycotts 
and blacklists against particular 
fields would be investigated as well 
as profits of companies refining 
and markéting petroleum in this 
country for 1928, 1929 and 1930. 

Addressing himself to his bill to 
give the trade commission judicial 
powers to enforce its findings, Nye 
said small business in this country 
is being crushed by the “jugger- 
naut of big Bopnete and monopo- 


lies.” 
Attacks Chain Stores. 

Community life, he added, is be- 
ing destroyed by chain. stores, 
chain bafiks and monopolies. His 
bill, he said, would restore eco- 
nomic independence by “re-estab- 
lishing community interests and in- 
dividual initiative on the part of 
the small business mani and fac- 
tory owner, the farmer and inde- 
pendent pil producer.” 

He quoted J. Bdward Jones, an 
independent oil producer, as saying 
that the large oil companies were 
maintaining crude prices below a 
fair cost of, production, while hold- 
ing gasoline prices at such high 
levels as to create huge profits. 

Nye said the average | ‘price of 
mid-continent crude was $2.04 a 
barrel in 1926 and $1.20 in 1929, 
while the average for gasoline in 
52 cities increased from 18.09 cents 
to 18.29 cents a galion in the same 
period.

Gov. Caulfield, has declared that 
the 60 Maryville militiamen were 
ready to take action, upon request 
‘from the Sheriff, which never was 
made, but that without an official 
request from the Sheriff the troops 
had no power to act. 

The Governor sent Adams to 
Maryville the day before the Negro 
was to be arraigned, at the request 
of .Sheriff England. Adams was 
instructed. td} take steps to aid lo- 
eal officers in preserving order. 
Adams said he advised the Sheriff 
the National Guard could act only 
upon an official request from the 
Sheriff, but that the Sheriff said 
he would wait until the following 
day, then take such action as he 
felt was necessary. 

Adams said that since no request

It was necessary to recogritze 
from~the first that, for historical 
and other reasons, India was in- 
capable for the moment of defend-' 
ing herself and there was the dif- 
ficult question of foreign policy.

Indianizing the Army. 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that there is no suggestion 
that these reservations shall be 
permanent and the Indianization 
of the army with a view eventually 
of substituting Indian for British 
troops is to be started immediately. 
Besides these subjects, it is also 
necessary to include in the draft of 
the Constitution what we have de- 
scribed as safeguards. During the 
long period that the British have 
been in India certain interests 
have arisen and certain responsi- 
bilities grown up which have be- 
come vital matters to the British 
nation, It was but right and proper 
that. they should be subjects of 
constitutional assurances so long 
as these assurances did not miti- 
gate the main principle of respon- 
sibility. 

At the beginning of the confer- 
ence I offered these. safeguards 
freely and willingly, and it is a 
matter of considerable pleasure to 
me that Ex-Viceroy Reading, th 
leader of the British Liberal dele- 
gation, was able to accept them 
and to go with us in our claim of 
self-government. There has been 
and there will be much criticism of 
these safeguards. They fall rough- 
ly into two categories—financial 
and political. With regard to the’ 
first, I claim that, even with these 
safeguards, the position of India in 
relation to the rest of the British 
dominions, is.in no way inferior, 
for in every dominion Constitution 
is a provision for extraordinary or 
emergency action on the part of 
the Governor-Genéfral as chief rep- 
resentative of the crown in‘ case of 
a financial breakdown. |

The existence of widespread cor- 
ruption among officials’ charged 
with the duty of enforcing the law 
is frankly conceded and much 
space is devoted to the tremendous 
difficulties that confront the Gov- 
ernment in stamping out all phases 
of violation of the law from home- 
brewing to large-scale liquor smug- 
gling. 


New Moral Standard. 


Considered apart from the rest of 
the report the section headed “The 
Present Condition as to Observance 
and Enforcement” could serve effi- 
ciently as a text for trenchant at- 
tack upon the institution which the 
commissioners in their general con- 
clusions appeared to want to retain 
in some measure or other, as near 
as could be judged from confusing 
nature of their summation. 

The section devoted to the find-: 
ings of fact with respect to the ob- 
servance and enforcement of the 
law begins with a strikingly frank

argument. The first assumes that busi- 
ness cycles are automatic and inde- 
pendent phénomena based upon mass 
psychology.

Who has examined the 
modern tehdency to governmental regu- 
lation of the individual’s moral life? Who 
has seen the significance of our ever-in- 
creasing standardization in thought and 
speech? ‘There have been outcries, to 
be sure, from those who have felt the 


* pressure. But few thinkers appear to 


see the economic significance of these 
changes. Few economists have detected 
the real danger—the suppression of 
the individual in our economic life. 

“But we have economic freedom,” it 
is urged. This is error. When the in- 
dividual suffers oppression in his private 
life, he also suffers in his economic life. 
If we produce a pation of people that 
must have standardized ideas in order 
to be respectable, we can rest assured 
that there will be bitterness, restlessness, 
extravagance and economic instability as 
a result, All this ts true even though 
we leave out of consideration the 
economic loss iavolved in attempting to 
patent the fnitiative of the individual. 

Talk never was a cause of business 
depression, nor bweiness prosperity. If 
that were true the Magnificent Engi- 
neer’s golden em -would never have 
crashed. Pessimistic chatter is a symp- 
tom, not a cause. Causes are obscure, 
and are to be fourid in our false ideal.

“Sometimes this becomes s0 
flagrant that for a time pressure is 
brought to stop or to limit it. But 
on the whole it g6es on throughout 
the country in spite of the rutings 
that furnishing the accessories for 
drinking with knowledge of how 
they are to be used is an offense. 
The préssute from patrons, the 
state of public opitiion and the dif 
fieulty of obtaining proof make it} 
almost impossible te reach these 
things.” , 

Following several incidental ref- 

erénces in the report to prices 
charged for good whisky, despite 
the éfforts of enforcement agencies 
to cut down the supply, the commis- 
sion gives the following summary 
of the price situation: 
“A fair index of the effectiveness 
of enforcement is furnished by the 
prices at which liquor may be had 
in different localities. As to this, 
there is significantly uniform evi 
dence that while certain kinds of 
imported wines command high 
prices and now and then the pres- 
sure of enforcement raises all prices 
for a time at some one spot, whisky 
of good quality is obtainable sub- 
stantially everywhere at prices not 
extravagant for persons of means. 

‘It is true many cannot afford 
these prices, and for them uw large 
amount of- cheap, poor grade or 
even poisonous liquor is constantly 
being produced and is in general 
circulation. The conclusion ifs that 
enforcement is not reaching the 
sources of production and distribu- 
tion so as to materially affect the 
supply.” 


Growth of Corruption. 


Turning to a discussion of the 
effects of prohibition upon the 
State and its institutions the com- 
mission, under the heading of 
“Corruption,” says: 

“As to corruption it is sufficient 
to refer to the reported decisions of 
the courts during the last decade in 
all ¢ourts of the country, which re- 
Yeal a succession of prosecutions 
for conspiracies, sometimes involv- 
ing the police, prosecuting and ad- 
ministrative organizations of whele 
communities; to the flagrant cor- 
ruption disclosed in connection 
With diversions of industrial alco- 
hol and unlawful production of 
beer: to the record of Federal pro- 
hibition administration as to which 
cases of corruption have been con- 
tinuous and corruption has ap- 
peared in services which in the 
past had been above suspicion; to 
the records of state police organiza- 
tions; to the revelations as to po- 
lice corruption in every type of 
municipality, large and small 
throughout the decade; to the con- 
ditions as to prosecution revealed 
in surveys of criminal justice in 
many parts of the land; to the evi- 
dence of connection between cor- 
rupt local politics and gangs and 
the organized unlawful liquor traf- 
fic, and of systematic collection of 
tribute from that traffic for cor- 
rupt political purposes. There have 
been other eras of corruption. In- 
deed, such eras are likely to fol- 
low waré. Also there was much 
corruption in connection with the 
regtilation of the liquor traffic be- 
foré prohibition. But the present 
regime of corruption in connection 
with the liquor traffic is operating 
in @ new and larger field and is 
more extensive.” 

Under the heading “The Bad 
Start and Its Results” the report 
continues: 

“Too often during the early 
years of prohibition were arrests 
made and prosecttions instituted 
without sutficient evidence to 
justify them. In very many in- 
stances unwafrranted searches and 
seizures were made, which resulted 
in the refusal by commissioners to 
igsue warrants of arrest, or in the 
dismissal of the prosecution by the 
courts. In many instances the 
character and appearance of the 
prohibition agents were stch that 
the United States Attorney had no 
confidence in the case and juries 
paid little attention to the wit- 
nesses.

Hasty Ratification. 


“The ratification of the amend- 
ment was giveh by Legislatures 
which were not in general elected 
with any reféefence to this subject. 
In many inetances, as a result of 
old systems of apportionment, these 
legislative bodies were fiot regard- 
ead as truly representative of \all 
elements of the community. Whe 
ratification took place @ consid- 
erable portion of the population 
were away in active military or oth- 
er service. It may be doubted if 
under the conditions then prevail- 
ing the results would have been 


not been true, yet these circum- 
stances gave grounds for resent~- 
ment which has been reflected in 
the public attitude toward the law 
and has thus faisea additional ob- 
stacled to observance and enforce- 
ment.” . 

Carrying on its discussion of 
mistakes in prohibition legislation 
the commission says that in con- 
sidering the project of prohibition 
the magnitude of the task was not 
appreciated, and that there was a 
lack of experience of Federal en- 
forcement of such a Jaw. 

Another cause which had seri- 
ous effects on the law’s effective- 
ness, it is stated, was the attempt 
to enforce prohibition as on an- 
other plane from the law general- 
ly, an assumption “that it was of 
paramount importance and that 
constitutional guarantees and legal 
limitations on agencies of law en- 
forcement and administration must 
yiela to the exigencies or conveni- 
ence of enforcing it.” The report 
continues: 


Unwise Enforcement. 


“Some advocates of the law have 
constantly urged and are still urg- 
ing disregard or abrogation of the 
guarafities of liberty and of sanc- 
tity of the home which had been 
deemed fundamental in our policy. 
In some states concurrent state en- 
forcement made an especially bad 
start with respect to searches and 
seizures, undercover men, spies and 
informers; and by the public at 
large the distinction between Fed- 
eral and state enforcement officers 
was not easily made. " 

“Moreover, the Federal . field 
force as it was at first, was largely 
unfit by training, experience or 
character to deal with se delicate 
a subject. High-handed methods, 
shootings and killings, even where 

fied, alienated thoughtful citi- 
zens, believers in law and order. 

“Unfortunate public expressions 
by advocates’of the law, approving 
killings and promiscuous shootings 
and lawless raids and seizures and 
deprecating the constitutional 
guarantees involved, aggrevated 
this effect. Pressure for lawless 
enforcement, encouragement of 
bad methods and agencies of ob- 
taining evidence and crude meth- 
ods of investigation and seizure on 
the part of incompetent or badly 
chosen agents started a current of 
adverse public opinion in many 
parts of the land.’’ 

Other factors contributing to the 
present situation the commission 
enumerates thus: the sometimes 
bad influence of politics, the con- 
stant changes in the statute and 
in the enforcing organization, lack

LOTT CAPTURES 
CANADIAN INDOOR 
TITLE 47H TIME

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 24. — 
For the fourth time in five years, 
George Lott, young Davis cup ace, 
won the Canadian indoor tennia 
singles championship today. 

The Chicagoan outsteadied an-

The circles are 
your side, and the crosses inclosed 
in a circle are the opposing team. 
It is plain that your right wing is 
congested with opponents. I dd not 
say that it is impossible to advance, 
by some judicious drawing of. op- 
ponents before passing the ball, but 
it will take a long time,-and all the 
time the defense can be reforming. 
You see the line going from in- 
side right to outside left. If the 
positions were as I have drawn 
them, the winger would have a 
great opportunity to cut inside, and 
have a shot for himself.

The first pass takes tlie ball 
your fellow imside forward. The 
object is to get the ball over to the 
other wing quickly, before the de- 
fense has time to reform itself. 
When the inside left receives the 
ball, he merely holds it long 
enough to draw the opposing right 
halfback.towards him, but not so 
long as to enable the whole of the 
defense to rush forward and place 
the left winger offside.

The price decline is attfributed 
to over supply, brought about both 
by a surplus of storage eggs and a 
heavier January output from the 
farms, the mild weather having 
brought a’ mich earlier laying 
season than is usually the rule.

OUTH CAROLINA'S © pro- 

posed tax on radio receivers 

has been declared unconsti- 
tutional by the State’s own Su- 
preme Court, thus ending the 
first effort in the short history 
of American broadcasting to 
levy fees on the listening public 
for the reception of radio pro- 
grams, Station WSBT, Char- 
lotte, N. C,, fought the case 
through the courts, backed by 
other broadcasters and the 
Radio Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

As passed by the South Caro- 
lina Legislature the law 
Placed a graduated tax of 560 
cents to $2 on the use of all 
radio receivers costing $50 to 
$500, the proceeds to go to the 
State Tuberculosis Hospital.

SAYS REAL ESTATE BORE UP 
~ WELL THROUGH DEPRESSION 


New President of National Boards Declares 
Outlook Is Bright at Closing of St. 
Petersburg (Fla.) Convention. 


The outlook for real estate in 
the coming year and in the coming 
expected business cycle was exam- 
ined: in detail from the point of 
view of general business at the an- 
nual meeting of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards 
just closed at St. Petersburg, Fla. 

“Real estate may look with some 
confidence into the future, since it 
has come through the depression 
with less shrinkage on the whole 
than any other form of invest- 
ment,” Harry 8. Kissell, president 
of the association for the coming 
year, said in closing the conven- 
tion. 

Marc A. Rose, managing editor 
of Business Week, summarizing 
the indications which have been 
accumulated by several allied busi- 
ness and technical magazines on 
the whole general business situa- 
tion, pointeq out that the prospect 
for cheaper long-time money was 
the key to the situation for real 
estate activity. 

“The truth is that for the past 
year despite prattle about cheap 
and abundant money, the most im- 
portant kind of credit has been 
scarce, timid and expensive,” he 
said. “Depression bfings to real 
estate early postponement of de- 
mand, not extinguishment. Values 
of real estate have held up very 
well in a year in which the price 
of everything else—bonds, stocks 
and every commodity under the 
sun—rushed down a cliff into the 
sea. 

“Meanwhile there were in 1929 
alone 1,200,000 marriages. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of newly found- 
ed families are awaiting only the 
turn of better times to move into 
homes of their own. Meantime 
also, in the opinion of the En- 
gineering News Record, there will 
not again be an opportunity to 
build as cheaply now as for 10 
years to come.” 

Call for closer co-ordination be- 


tween all groups within the real 
estate and building industry, and 
particularly between the architects 
as a group and the realty men as 
a\group wrs advocated by Thomas 
8. Holden, vice president of the F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, in charge 
of research and statistics. 

Replying to a telegram from Col. 
Arthur H. Woods of the President's 
Emergency Committee on Employ- 
ment, outlining the committee’s in- 
dorsement of the home modernizing 
movement as an aid in combatting 
unemployment, the association as- 
sured the committee of its readiness 
to co-operate with the administra- 
tion in stimulating home owner- 
ship, home building and replace- 
ments and improvements in build- 
ings where such modernizing is 
economically sound for the owner. 
It stated, however, that a blanket 
recommendation to modernize old 
homes is, in the opinion of the as- 
sociation, unsound. 

Pointing out that it has been the 
practice of bankers in lending 
money on real property often to 
base the loan on an appraisal by 
others than experts, and that this 
practice has been the cause of many 
bank failures, the association 
adopted a resolution recommending 
its member boards to make an im- 
mediate study of the problem: 

To enable building owners to 
avoid huge waste through construc- 
tion of buildings not accurately fit- 
ted to,.the needs of their situation 
the association set up a consulta- 
tion service for apartment building 
projects. 

To bring to holders of distressed 
properties, or old properties need- 
ing to be remodeled to meet present 
day competition, the benefit of ex- 


perienced property mangement ad- ' ‘% 


vice, the association set up an en- 
tirely new type of business service, 
a consultation service bureau. The 
bureau will go into the whole situa- 
tion, including the financing and 
rental.

Sewanee Special on Southern 
Railway Wrecked at Curve 
‘ Near Helenwood, Tenn.

Five persons were killed, 21 in- 
jured, six of them seriously, when 
the Suwanee River Special of the 
Southern Railway was derailed 
near here at 12:35 p. m. today. 

The names of the dead were 
given at Somerset, Ky., division 
headquarters of the road, as fol- 
lows:

P. Rainey, Southern Railway 
roadmaster at Somerset arrived 
here soon after the wreck and took 
charge of clearing the right-of- 
way. He said the tracks could not 
be cleared before tomorrow morn- 
ing. . 

The Suwanee River Special, run- 
ning from Detroit, Chicago, Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati for points on 
the Florida West Coast, left the 
tracks at a curve one mile south 
of here, and crashed onto a stone 
ledge bordering the rails. All the 
cars in the train left the rails. The 
number of cars is varlously report- 
ed at from seven to 11.- ‘ 

Relief crews of doctors and 
nurses were sent from Helenwood, 
Oneida and Oakdale, Tenn. The 
dead and seriously injured were 
brought t elenwood. 

The wreck destroyed the wire 
communication system to nearby 
towns, and it was several hours be- 
fore the details became known. 


DENOUNCES SUPPRESSION 
OF CUBAN NEWSPAPERS

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Pres- 
ident Machado’s suppression of 
Havana newspapers is denounced 
editorially in the Editor and Pub- 
lisher, It says: “One rule in po- 
litical economy is unfailing: Cen- 
sorship of the press by constitu- 
tional government means that the 
Government cannot bear the day- 
light of publicity. The action of 
President Machado in suppressing 
12 Havana newspapers and mag- 
azines is no exception to the rule. 
It spells gross violation of public 
trust by a government so corrupt, 
incompetent, financially involved 
or stupidly dictatorial that it fears, 
indeed cannot bear, a test of pub- 
lic opinion forming through the 
processes of a free untrammeled 
press. 

“Most of all the (Machado) ad- 
ministration fears intervention of 
the United States. We can sym- 
pathize with that view. It is 
something to avoid if possible. But 
if the condition of Cuba is as des- 
perate as these desperate means 
seem to indicate we do not doubt 
that Washington will take notice.”

—The student point of view as to 
college work is recognized in the 
final report which 15 American 
educators, meeting at Rollins Col- 
lege handed to President Hamil- 
ton Holt today as their idea of how 
to modernize college curricula, 

Student interest was listed as the 
fundamental element on which any 
system of college education must 
be based. The report urged great- 
er emphasis on generalization of 
knowledge, as against mere acqui- 
sition of facts. Individual guid- 
ance of students was called an im- 
portant function. 

Teachers, the educators said, 
should be “free, intelligent, and 
unafraid in the adventure of civil- 
ization.” 

Grading of professors by s‘u- 
dents was indorsed, providing the 
students do it “discreetly.” 

The six points which the edu- 
eators selected as the basis for 
planning a new course were: stu- 
dent interests; curriculum organ- 
ization and material, teachers and 
teaching method, appraisals and 
tests of achievement, and place 
and function of the liberal arts 
college.

File Motion to Halt Prosecution 
in Federal Association of 
Indianapolis Case. 


A motion to halt the prosecution 


and filing of suits against policy- 
holders in Missouri of the defunct 
Federal Automobile Insurance As- 
sociation of Indianapolis, a recip- 
rocal concern, was argued yester- 
day before Circuit Judge Pearcy. 
It was taken under advisement. 

The order to sue was granted 
by the late Circuit Judge Sale at 
the June term, 1929, being based 
on four yearly assements. It was 
the purpose to thus accumulate a 
fund whereby claims against the 
company, as well as other obliga- 
tions, could be adjusted. 

According to counsel for policy- 
holders the order of Judge Sale 
was too broad, having exceeded 
the request of the petition. A 
further objection cited was that 
the company’s losses on claims 
have not been determined, so the 
extent of liability was not known; 
nor did all policyholders under- 
stand they were required to meet 
assessments in such emergency. 
Attorneys Max Sigoloff and Harry 
E. Wiehe, who represent about 49 
policyholders who have been sued 
or threatened with suit, argued 
that the court should not subject 
citizens to litigation under the or- 
der obtained. They asked that the 
order be wacated. 

The local receiver is Rodowe H. 
Abeken, serving as ancillary to the 
principal receiver in Indianapolis. 
His attorneys, Harvey B. Cox and 
C. A. Geers, stated yesterday that 
so far the receiver has filed 208 
suits in Justice of the Peace Courts 
against loca) policyholders. In all 
the failed concern had about 2500 
policyholders in St. Louis and 19,- 
000 in the entire State, counsel 
said. It is understood suits will 
be filed against most of them, the 
average amount in each case be- 
ing $100. 

The receiver’s counsel contended 
that the order was properly grant- 
ed. They further said defendants 
failed to appeal within the time 
limit, although they had notice of 
the original action. The contracts 
provide for the assessment claims, 
it was asserted.

TWO COMMUNISTS ARRESTED 
FOR AGITATION IN ARKANSAS 


Minnesotan and HKestaurant Owner 
Accused of Propaganda Among 
Drouth Sufferers.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 24.— 


Frank Brown of New York Mills, 
Minn., and a local restaurant own- 


er, sat in a cell tonight in the coun- 
ty jail making plans, they said, to 
spread further the doctrine of com- 
munism among the unemployed 
and drouth-stricken farmers of Ar- 
kansas. Brown was arrested with 
Dominic Zini, North Little Rock 
restaurant proprietor. 

Their arrest today followed dis- 
tribution of circulars calling a mass 
meeting in North Little Rock of 
farmers and the unemployed. “Milk 
for our babies!! Fight!!! Don’t 
starve!!"’ the circulars read. They 
were charged with inckKing to riot. 

No meeting was held, although 
police were kept busy dispersing 
men as they congregated in groups 
about Brown’s headquarters in Lit- 
tle Rock. He is organizer for the 
United Farmers’ League. 

Brown gaid he did not believe 
the communist part was in any way 
responsible for the food demonstra- 
tion two weeks ago at England,

TUNE ED 
OPPOSED BY STATE 


Attorney General Shartel Sends 
Protest to War Department. 
Against Permit. , 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.— 
A protest on behalf of the State of 
Missouri against an application by 
the Central Building Materiais Co. 
of St. Louis, to the War Depart- 
ment for a permit to carry on grav- 
el dredging operations in the Mer- 
amec River, has been transmitted 
to War Department engineers by 
Attorney-General Stratton Shartel. 
He declared the project would re- 
sult in destruction of recreation fa- 
cilities, “cause a serious injury to 
this public asset,” and damage pri- 


vate property rights without com- 
pensation. 

The protest was forwarded to 
Maj. W. A. Snow of St. Louis, dis- 
trict engineer for the War Depart- 
ment. 

The company has applied for a 
permit to dredge the Meramec 
River, for gravel, from its mouth 
to Eureka, ‘St. Louis County, a dis- 
tance of about 36 river miles. The 
|\company asked for authority to 
make a cut between the low water 
lines, varying in width up to 100 
feet and varying in depth from 10 
to 20 feet. 

Shartel said it was the view of 
his department that the State 
owned the title to the bed of the 
stream, subject only to the rights 
of the Federal government in the 
improvement of the stream for 
navigation. He said that while the 
stream formerly carried traffic for 
industries along its shores, condi- 
tions had changed until the volume 
of commerce on the stream was 
negligible, | 

Shartel declared a Federal per- 
mit for the operation would mere- 
ly express the assent of the Fed- 
eral government as far as it might 
concern the public right of navi- 
gation, and that such a Federal 
permit would not in any way car- 
ry with it the assent of the State 
of Missouri to the project. 

Shartel asserted the War De- 
partment would not be justified in 
issuing the permit on the ground 
it would improve navigation, be- 
cause it was improbable the stream 
would be utilized to carry any con- 
siderable amount of commerce. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“this beautiful stream, in its nat- 
ural state, has attracted hundreds 
of people who have urchased 
property and built summer homes 
and recreational centers along its 
banks. 

“The stream, by virtue of its lo- 
cation, has become a very valuable 
asset to the City of St. Louis and 
the adjoining communities. Thou- 
sands of people enjoy the recrea- 
tional facilities of the stream dur- 
ing the summer months. Any ben- 
efit that the public might receive 
in improvement § in navigation 
would mean nothing in comparison 
to the tremendous present value of 
the stream for recreational pur- 
poses.” 

Dredging af the stream, he said, 
would result in destruction of the 
present beaches, and would result 
in deep and dangerous pools, cave- 
ins and bank erosion. 

“The dredging of this stream 
would cause a serious injury to 
this public asset,” Shartel said, 
“as well as damage to private prop- 
erty along its banks, without com- 
pensation. The public rights 
should not be destroyed for the 
benefit of a private business enter- 
prise.”’ °

MISSOURIAN has 
given artistic New 
York something 
new to talk about. 
He is Thomas Hart 
Benton, and_ the 
conversational 
stimulant is the 
murals he has 
painted for the new 
building of the New School of Social 
Research at 66 West Twelfth street. 

The building, opened a short time 
ago, was designed by Joseph Urban 
and represents the most advanced 
ideas in architecture, equipment and 
interior decoration. And the murals 
of Benton stand out as arrestingly 
modern even in this temple of mod- 
ernism. In crowded panorama he has 
appraised contemporary life in Amer- 
ica. It's just about all there—great 
machines and factories, agriculture, 
transportation, the speakeasy, neckers, 
pugilists, the Salvation Army, the so- 
da fountain, the stock ticker, the cir- 
cus. Men, women and things, vig- 
orously drawn and boldly colored. 

The murals are the expression of 
Benton's reactions to the multifarious 
experiences he has had in a very active 
life. Particularly do they stress the 
life of the Middle West, for whose 
representation Benton has long been 
nationally famous. Scenes of the 
prairie and the slow muddy rivers of 
the central plains seem to flow nat- 
urally from his brush; he handles 
that subject matter with a warmth 
that comes only from an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the life of the people 
as well as A knowledge of the visual 
aspects of the country. 

Benton ought to know the Middle 
West. He was born in 1889 at 
Neosho, Missouri, and his early boy- 
hood was spent in that section where 
Missouri, Arkansas and the then In- 
dian Territory met. He left Missouri 
to reside in Washington when his 
father was elected to Congress. In the 
capital he remained until he was 16, 
in constant contact with the political 
life of the nation in which his father 
was immersed. Politics was the daily 
fare of conversation and it was nat- 
urally expected that the young Ben- 
ton would follow in the footsteps of 
his father, preparing for a _ political 
career by studying law. 

But Thomas was of a different mind. 
He had no particular taste for study 
and although interested even to this 
day in politics, was too much preoc- 
cupied at the time with the free and 
easy spirit of a roving life to think of 
settling down. So, for a while he ac- 
companied a surveying party in the 
Joplin neighborhood, then becoming 
famous for its zinc and lead mines. 
There he soon got a position as car- 
toonist on a newspaper. At this time 
he developed a distinct interest in 
painting and after a time went to Chi- 
caxo to attend one of the art schools. 
This occupation with art found no en- 
couragement from his father, whose 
inheritance and contacts, predisposed 
him to accept the notion, common 
then, that interest in the fine arts was 
a sign of effeminacy. In spite of dif- 
ficulties, however, young Benton went 
to Paris where he remained for about 
five years working in the art schools 
and ateliers. In 1913 he returned to 
this country to live intermittently in 
New York until the United States en- 
tered the World War. 

Then Benton enlisted in the Navy 
and in the service experienced a con- 
tact with actuality that deeply al- 
tered the quality of his art. Previ- 
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ously it had been too cloistered in its 
nature; too much the hot-house flow- 
er of the studio and not sufficiently 
attached to life to permit his talents 
their proper expression. After the 
war he repudiated the cold abstraction- 
ism he had acquired in Paris and re- 
sumed his former interest in reality, 
especially those phases of existence he 
had absorbed as a boy. 

It was not surprising, therefore, 
considering both the change in his 
esthetic theory and his close associa- 
tion with the political life of Ameri- 
ca, that he should have desired to do 
a monumental study of American his- 
torical subject matter. 


difficulties of such a colossal proj- 

ect, Benton nevertheless carried 
out his plan and some time ago com- 
pleted an impressive group of histori- 
cal murals. 

The commission for the New School 
gave Benton the opportunity of bring- 
ing his studies up to the present. It 
helps throw light on the significance 
of these murals to know that Benton’s 
intention in part was to show by them 
that the prevalent notion of American 
standardization is only a superficial 
observation; that in reality we are a 
nation of variegated interests, enjoy- 
ments, occupations and activities. His 
subject matter was therefore enor- 
mous. It embraced the whole of 
America, from the cotton fields of the 
South to the lumber camps of the 
North; from the West with its oil to 
the East with its ships. All of the 
material comes from actual scenes 
which Benton had sketched or paint- 
ed on the spot and every figure or bit 
of landscape is the product of 
servation and knowledge. 

The murals are done in the fresco 
technique of the old masters but in a 
style thoroughly consistent with the 
modern tempo, and reproduce both the

occupations and recreations of con- 
temporary America, There are nine 
panels in all, covering the walls of 
the directors’ room. They are bDril- 
liantly illuminated by an ingenious 
lighting device that eliminates all 
sheen and glare. Although the panels 
are not titled, seven of them may, 
without taking too great liberties, be 
called the South, Lumber and Agricul- 
ture, Oil, Instruments of Power and 
Transportation, Coal, Steel, City and 
Ship Building. The remaining two 
panels are composites of urban activ- 
ities weaving into a rich design di- 
verse commentaries on the dance hall, 
social work, the circus, speakeasy, 
stock market, boxing, subway, the 
movies and numerous other features 
characteristic of our bustling cities. 
They are kaleidoscopic in effect—al- 
most like the composite arrangements 


in the vest-pocket editions of illustrat- 
ed newspapers that have such vogue 
in New York. 

Benton revels in the gusto, 
verve, the dynamics of American life. 
The massiveness, the power, the brawn 
and muscle of our stupendous mechan- 
ical life, thrill and\elate him.

His murals reflect 
his attitude very clearly. 

His technique is, therefore, tempest- 
uous; his color, brilliant—at times, al- 
most crude. Benton himself admits 
this rather untraditional approach to 
mural painting. He has written: ‘It 
is said that the great mural painters 
give you a sense of calm and dignity.

This is a conventional but very persist- 
ent criticism. I also love the painters 
referred to. My only answer is that 
[ live in a different world, that my 
technical means through the effective- 
ness of color-contrast is capable of 
greater ranges, and that putting every- 
thing else aside, living here in Amer- 
ica and being a common American, I 
am moved to yell and whoop things 
up. I like violent stimulation. I en- 
joy pushing my instrument to its limit 
just as any good American pushes 
his car on the open road. Reason has 
no place here—I am the child of my 


‘environment, for good or evil.’ 


Reason, however, and control and 
order are abundantly evident in the 
murals themselves. Despite the tu- 
multuousness of the scenes they are 
arranged with a profound knowledge 
of abstract principles. He has woven 
his complex material into a fluid, epi- 
sodic pattern by the most careful rela- 
tion of forms and colors. The white 
strips which serve to separate the 
scenes are not nearly so apparent in 
the completed murals as they are in 
the photographs. They are pieces of 
silver-leafed moulding that help em- 
phasize the linear rhythms; their in- 
troduction was a stroke of daring that 
would have proved disastrous in less 
competent hands.

All the biggest zamblers 
in Wayne County were shaken 
down; Lefty Clark, Mert and Al Werth- 
eimer, Johnny Ryan, Joe’ Murphy, Doc 
Brady, Danny Sullivan and a lot of 
others. Everything would have been 
fine if the kidnapers had not begun to 
get ambitious. They were not satisfied 
with ‘throwing the sack’ on racketeers 
and they went out after other game. 
When the gang was broken up they 
bad the names of 15 of the most prom- 
inent men in Detroit on their lists. 
They were getting into the big 
league.” 

The entire program had its incep- 
tion back in 1925 with a crowd of 
hoodiums in Johnny Reid's blind pig. 
Reid had had a wide experience in 
the underworld, both geographically 
and otherwise. He had been involved 
in many enterprises in Chicago, New 
York and Buffalo and he knew the 
game. 

Reid made the remark that men of 
the underworld could be kidnaped very 
quietly and easily, that they would pay 
any reasonable amount of money for 
their freedom and that they would 
make no reprisals for fear of attract- 
ing attention. Joseph O’Reardon dis- 
agreed with him, but Fred Burke, who 
is now notorious for the part he is said 
to have played in the St. Valentine's 
day massacre in Chicago and a dozen 
other high crimes, was on the affirma- 
tive side. Burke, Reid and O’Reardon 
formed a mob shortly afterward and 
they quietly began to work on the 
gamblers. The amusing part of the 
story is that most of the members of 
their gang were tough characters who 


had been brought to town by the gam- 
blers themselves. Every now and again 
a gambler, who always needs protec- 
tion, hears about a thug in another 
city who has worked up a record as a 
tough. Either by reason of his skill 
with a lead pipe or with guns, he be- 
comes widely known as a bad man. 
Then it is that the gambler makes a 
journey to the city where he lives and 
enters a bid for his services. 

It does not take long for all these 
imported bad men to get acquainted, 
and after a little time they decide to 
go after bigger money than they can 
get on a salary basis. So they organ- 
ize a gang and go out after prizes. 
Kidnaping became one source of rev- 
enue and the first men they selected 
for victims were their erstwhile em- 
ployers. 

The kidnaping started experiment- 
ally. Just to settle the argument a 
name was selected and five members 
of the gang went out to lie in wait 
for the gambler who was to be their 
victim. They did not get him the first 
night nor the second night either, but 
they watched him carefully both nights 
and on the third 
occasion they 
were well in- 
formed as to his 
habits and they 
made the catch 
with compara- 
tive ease. 

The method 
they used was 
simple, and it 
proved so. ef- 
fective they 
continued to use 
it, always with 
success. They 
just drove 
alongside his 
car when he 
was alone and 
erowded him to 
the curb,

Three other mem- 
bers of the gang came along behind 
them in a ‘“‘tail car’’ with which they 
intended to protect the kidnapers in 
case of trouble. 

The gambler was taken to a house 
on the outskirts of the city——the home 
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could not reach a 
window. 

On the third day 
a carefully masked 
man came up into 
the attic and asked 
the gambler to 
write down a list of 
his close friends so 
that a member of 
the gang could send 
a request for ran- 
som. The gang 
sought to make 
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of one of the gangsters— but in a re- 
spectable neighborhood. By this time 
a sack had been placed over the vic- 
tim’s head and he was led into the 
house and up to an attic room that 
had been prepared for him. 

For two days no one approached 
him. Food was placed near the spot 
where he was chained and a guard 
sat on the steps below. But no one 
spoke to him and no one answered his 
questions. He saw no one and he 


family or with the 
gambier’s business 
associates by means 
of some person in the list written by 
the kidnaped man himself. Among the 
friends, they believed, would be list- 
ed someone in their own mob—and 
this proved to be the case. 

So they selected, from the list of a 
dozen, the name of this gangster. They 
told the prisoner they would go to 
this man and try to induce him to get 
the money. They did this and the 
man went immediately to the family, 
said he had been ordered to get $15,- 
000 for the release of the prisoner, 
and asked them how the money could 
be procured. 

The gamblers knew about how 
much money their victim possessed 
and they asked for only what they 
considered a ‘‘fair’’ portion of it. The 
money was paid to the apparent friend 
of the family who took it to his con- 
federates. He got his share, the gam- 
bler got his freedom, the gang got a 
good haul and with it a bit of useful 
experience. The family friend was 
more a friend than ever now and no 
one suspected him of being part of the 
gang. The police knew nothing of it. 

Two weeks later another gambler 
was kidnaped. This was one of the

really conspicuous members of the 
fraternity and rather u violent one¢ 
too. He was taken to a tarm house 
near Lake Orion, about 35 miles from 
Detroit. The abduction was accom- 
plished in much the same fashion as 
the first one, but the intended victim 
was determined that he would not co- 
operate. He told his captors to go to 
hell, so they took him out into the 
barn, tied him to a wagon wheel and 
went outdoors. Then, without know- 
ing exactly where he was, they start- 
ed firing a sub-machine gun in his 
general direction, meaning to frighten 
him. They carved an arc in the side 
of the barn, missing him only by a 
foot or two. 

When the gunmen started to shoot 
a second arc the gentleman attached 

to the wagon wheel called 
to them. He forthwith 
signed an order for $20,000 
which they took into the 
city and cashed through one 
of his ‘‘friends,’’ who was 
really a member of their 
gang. It proved to be a 
lucrative occupation and the 
kidnapers became highly 
skilled and almost uniform- 
ly successful. 

Johnny Reid was killed a 
short time later, Burke was 
arrested for a bank robbery 
in Louisville, Kentucky, and 
other members of the gang 
fell prey to guns and dope. 
Two or three were killed, 
but there were always plen- 
ty of replacements available. 

After Burke and Reid and 
some of the others left the 
kidnapping gang, Harry Hall- 
isey took charge. He was 
the operator of a downtown 
blind pig and he numbered 

among his customers a great many 
men of wealth and prominence. They 
all called him by his first name and 
told him a good deal about their af- 
fairs, especially after they had heen 
drinking for a time. 

Hallisey and Louis Ross, who 
worked in a handbook, decided to kid- 
nap some of their own customers. It 
seemed only a short step from the 
business of abducting gamblers and 
confidence men to that of taking hon- 
est business men. 


HE plan seemed feasible in every 
way and a careful, systematic 
program was worked out by the 
conspirators. They arranged a dozen 
places for lodging their prisoners, they 
made unassailable connections with 
just the right people, they brought 
men into their gang who could help 
them, and they surrounded themselves 
with every conceivable device for their 
protection. The first few kidnapings 
among more respectable people were 
highly successful. The men were care- 
fully selected, they all had money, 
their habits were well known to the 
gang and in every case the victim was 
so thoroughly terrified by the kidnap- 
ers that he did not inform the police 
and told no one outside his immediate 
family about his experience. 

Captain Armstrong heard about 
some of these cases and quietly be- 
gan to work. He went to Lieutenant 
Frank Holland, with whom he had 
worked on many important cases. The 
two men kept at their task, spending 
all of the time they could possibly 
devote to it without attracting attrn- 
tion. Just about this time another 
kidnaping occurred. David Cass, the 
son of a wealthy and respected busi- 
ness man, was kidnaped and held for 
several weeks. His father reported the

7 LSAH, nestling so 
snugly among the 
Piasa hills of IIli- 
nois— some 40 
miles north of St. 
Louis—that it is 
sometimes called 
Sleepy Hollow, is 
stirring in its win- 

meatene ~selfy,e cer sleep, with 
every prospect that it will be wide 
awake when spring comes again. Work 
will begin then on The Principia’s col- 
lege, which is to crown the hills of the 
Ames and Turner estates, 1300 acres, 
stretching south along the Mississippi, 
purchased by the Christian Scientists. 
Later homes will be built for faculty 
members on the 718-acre tract on the 
bluff tops upstream. All this means 
that Elsah, after disappointments over 
broken promises, is at last to come out 
of its long sleep and into its own. 

Quaint Elsah, walled in by the hills, 
has always been beautiful in situation 
and has, time and again, drawn the 
attention of men with plans for the 
development of the scenic region of 
which it is the center, but except for 
Piasa Chautauqua, which has carried 
on through the years in its own hol- 
low, a mile up the river, all the pro- 
jects have come to naught. Each time 
Elsah, awakened for a while, has re- 
turned to sleep again, hoping that 
some day fulfillment would come, but 
doubting. Now the waiting seems end- 
ed and fulfillment at hand. 

Elsah was in the midst of its mid- 
winter drowsing when fhe word came 
that the Christian Scientists had pur- 
chased the Ames estate, with its ruins 
of the Ames mansion, overlooking the 
village, and the Turner estate, joining 
it to the eastward along the river, and 
would erect upon the acquired acres 
the buildings for a four-year college. 
That announcement was quickly fol- 
lowed by the further word that 718 
ucres of bluff tops to the westward had 
also been acquired by a few friends of 
the enterprise to safeguard the college 
environment. The announcements 
were made with such assurance that 
there could be no doubt of the inten- 
tion and ability of the authors of the 
plans to carry them out. 

Then, to convert assurance into cer- 
tainty, came the announcement that 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarence H. Howard of 
St. Louis had given $200,000 to com- 
plete the purchase of both tracts. 

Elsah, a little skeptical at first, 
looked out on bright days and saw 
automobiles coming and going, bear- 
ing the banners of The Principia, and 
believed. And the women who met at

when Addison Greene drove his ox team down As- 
kew Hollow, past Josiah Askew’'s sugar camp and on down 
to the river bank and built a cabin there, back in 1847. 


Not that Addison Greene was a town 
builder or minded that way, but As- 
kew Hollow, aside from its beauty, was 
a natural outlet to the river and the 
steamboats that passed up and down 
were the only outlet to the world be- 
yond. Addison Greene was a woodchop- 
per and as time went on he trafficked 
with the steamboat men, selling them 
wood for fuel. That was the beginning 
of commerce at the mouth of Askew 
Creek. 

In course of time there were two 
grist mills and a distillery’ there, 
and there were times, the old folks 
say, when wagons loaded with grain 
stood in line far up the hollow wait- 
ing their turn to unload. Those were 
the days of Elsah’s prosperity, as 
prosperity was measured in those 
days, and it is th: period to which 
the old timers hark back, as a basis 
of comparison, when present prospects 
are considered. Wiat with the mills 
and the distillery making their ship- 
ments, and the need of fuel, the mouth 
of Askew Creek became a regular 
port of call for the passing boats. The 
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river men named it Jersey Landing 
and as Jersey Landing it was known 
to them and through the countryside 
long after a village was there and the 
villagers, with a taste for the Indian 
lore of the region, named it Elsa, after 
some’ legendary Piasa maiden. In 
course of time, nobody remembers just 
when it was, or why, an ‘“‘h’’ was added 
to Elsa, and Elsah it has re- 
mained through all its vicissitudes to 
this day. 

It was Judge James Semple who 
did much to develop the commer- 
cial aspect of the Elsah of the early 
days and it was he and his fam- 
ily who first utilized the scenic bluffs 
for handsome homes. Judge Semple, 
after buying Addison Greene’s small 
holdings and building a stone store 
and a row of small stone warehouses 
on the river bank, established his 
family on the bluff above, overlooking 
the landing. High up on the hill 
across the valley a manorial mansion 
was built as the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Ames, and named Notch 


Cliff, and there she lived at intervals between her social 
seasons in St. Louis and her travels abroad, bringing back 
from these journeys trophies of art for her picturesquely 
situated home, until, during one of her absences, it was 
destroyed by fire, along with all the treasures it contained. 
It was a house of memories for the many St. Louis society 
men and women who had been guests there, voyaging by 
steamboat to the Elsah landing, met there by the Ames 
equipages, driven past the lodge at the entrance, which 
still stands, and up the winding road to the hilltop. The 
ruins of the burned mansion are still there and it is a 
place of pilgrimage for many. 

Railroad men, envious of the tonnage that the boats 
carried from Elsah in the heydey of its mills and distillery, 
planned to give it rail connection with the outside world 
hy a short line from Jerseyville, to be extended along the 


river bank, under the bluffs, to Graf- 
ton at the mouth of the Illinois. The 
road was built and operated precari- 
ously over steep grades, mixed trains 
drawn by an outlandish locomotive 
with a huge smokestack, which snort- 
ed and puffed prodigiously and some- 
times made the grade, and sometimes 
not. 

Came, then, Jay Gould seeking a 
roundabout way into St. Louis and on 
to the West. The story was that he 
had been shut out from Eads Bridge 
and that he planned to put a bridge 
of his own across the Mississippi at 
Elsah. 

He began boring a tunnel through 
the hill at the head of the hollow 
to eliminate the grade that had 
made trouble for the locomotive with 
the big smokestack, but it was not 
finished. Perhaps it was only a 
bluff.

for Fraenkel remarks ‘‘clear sky 
above.’ A little later it became en- 
tirely clear. 

When, after much trouble, they had 
crossed to the next floe the ‘‘country’’ 
was reconnoitered 
and they found that 
they possibly ad- 
vanced in another di- 
rection than the one 
they had taken. So 
they turned back and 
then met a walrus, 
‘“‘whose noise and be- 
havior in other ways 
and whose habits 
showed us that we 
had met ‘the sea ser- 
pent.’ Consequent- 
ly they were wal- 
ruses we had heard 
and seen all the way 
up to the balloon 
landing place. 

‘After a short row 
we came fMmto a much 
thicker snow sludge, 
which, at last, be- 
came almost a yard 
deep, and in which 
the boat absolutely 
could not be forced 
forward.

Immediately after the place deter- 
mination in question, Andree con- 
tinues: ‘Just now I had to leave off 
writing in order to fire a shot and 
drop two ivory gulls. Such birds al- 
ways gather round our camp.

In the evening of Sept. 9, the three 
men are ready to again attempt a 
march. The temperature is 29.8 F.; 
wind southeasterly. Andree wrote: 

“Fraenkel’s foot is now so bad that 
he cannot pull his sledge but can only 
help by pushing. Strindberg and | 
take it in turns to go back and fetch 
Fraenkel’s sledge. This taxes our 
strength. We could not manage more 
than six hours’ march, especially as 
the country was extremely difficult. 

“Just when we stopped I happened 
to fall into the water, for an ice floe 
which, to all appearance and on being 
tested with the boat hook, seemed to 
be solid, and on to which I jumped, 
proved to consist of nothing but a hard 
mass of ice sludge which went to 
pieces when I landed on it. I flung 
myself on my back and floated thus, 
until the others reached me a couple 
of oars, with the help of which I 
crawled up again. 

There are no more notes in Andree’s 
diary before September 17. 

The wandering across the ice has be- 
come more and more difficult every 
day for the three comrades. Illness 
has attacked all three of them. Even 
if Andree says little about it, it is 
clear, that, in consequence of his diar- 
rhea and his bad feet, Fraenkel is 
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resistance is greatly diminished. 

Although Strindberg himself has 
had a bad foot, he and Andree have 
assisted their sick comrade to pull the 
latter’s sledge, in their despairing ef- 
forts to reach the Seven Islands. 

When, in consequence of the ice 
drift, they determined to alter their 
former course from Franz Joseph 
Land towards the Seven Islands, it 
was done in the hope that the current 
would help them onwards. They were 
tired, but their strength was as yet un- 
broken. Since then the forming of 
hummocky ice, the crossing of leads 
and water, cold, forced rationing of 
food and the approach of autumn had 
greatly tried their strength. 

The worst was, however, that the 
ice drift had not helped them onwards 
te their goal.

HE formidable power of the pack 
ice has proved too much for their 
powers. Without one word of 
complaint or hint of uneasiness or of 
lost hope of rescue, Andree leads his 
companions. onwards, at the same time 
making his scientific observations and 
drawing deductions as to the ice and 
other natural phenomena around him. 
The three men still retain their good 
humor, but it has turned hard and 
grim. 

For the last few days before Sep- 
tember 9 Andree has not kept his diary 
as regularly as before. And now he 
stops doing so. Strindberg became si- 
lent long ago, he merely continues to 
enter a few scattered brief marginal 
remarks in his almanac. He has quite 
enough to do, too, taking astronomical 
observations and calculating the result. 

Each time he finds the result it is 
only a fresh disappointment, and time 
after time their hopes of having ad- 
vanced towards the southwest are 
shattered.

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OVER THE ALPS FROM FASCIST ITALY

freedom in France. 

It was late last spring when Europe 
first took serious notice of the most 
tragic epidemic of border jumping 
that has been witnessed since war 
days. In the months which have fol- 
lowed thousands of hungry, footsore 
and sometimes desperate refugees 
have appeared in the frontier villages 
of Switzerland and France. Asked 
whence they came they always reply: 

“Over the mountains!” 

Asked why, their answer almost in- 
variably is: 

“To find work!”’ 

Since the dark days of 1926 dramat- 
ic escapes have been made from Italy 
by political dissenters—Turati and Ci- 
aneca in that year, Labriola in 1927, 
Rosselli, Lussu and Nitti last year. But 
these men were political refugees, who 

Mussolini's 
‘“‘Devil’s Island’’—Lipari—or from the 
mainland. From time to time women 
and children have passed, over easier 
land routes, into France, profiting by 
the laxness or corruptibility of the 
frontier guards. Then, even as fas- 
cism waxed powerful and supposedly 
needed less to resort to oppression, the 
cordon along the Franco-Swiss-Italian 
borders was strengthened until about 
6000 armed black shirts now stand 
watch— their guns trained toward 
Italy and their countrymen—at the 
passes, along the 750 miles of tower- 
ing ranges forming a natural barrier 
between Italy and her neighbors. 
ROM Vintimiglia and Mentone 
f=: the Mediterranean, through 
the Maritime Alps to the sum- 
mit of Mount Blanc, thence along 
the Swiss frontier to the _ St. 
Gothard and down the Dolomites 
and Carnac and Julian Alps to 
the Adriatic, there are scarcely a half- 
dozen international passes—-the Sim- 
plon, St. Gothard and Modane. A dozen 
others—such as the Grand and Petit 
St. Bernard, the Col di Tenda, Lansle- 
bourg—~-are available for road traffic. 
There are, however, scores of trails 
and cart tracks, originally made by 
the mountain goats and chamois and 
later used by that romantic clan 
known as “‘contrabandiers,”’ or Alpine 
smugglers, who survive even to this 
day and have become the Robin Hoods 
of the refugees. It is over these tor- 
tuous routes—-via Theodule Glacier, 
the Petit St. Bernard and Pollux, the 
Col de Barasson and others——that un- 
counted thousands of Italians have 
passed during the summer, autumn 
and early winter in their mad flight 
from Fascist Land... mad flights be- 
cause only desperate men and courage- 
ous women would tempt death in the

clay pedestal. The artist who has sold 
his soul to Mammon has discovered 
himself paid in good treasury dollars. 
Out of that unholy transaction has 
come a new big business; a union be- 
tween art and its mortal enemy, indus- 
try, and the beginning of a new era 
of new beauty. 

The new big business is ‘‘Industrial 
Design.” Although in its organized 
form it is not much more than three 
years old, it is already netting its 
heads from fifty to seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars a year. 

Industrial Design. is no fad of the 
moment. It is a process of debunkment. 
Both the debunking of art- and the 
debunking of industry. Its aim is 
to ally the esthefic fabric of this age 
as closely with crankshafts, flywheels 
and production charts as Gothic is al- 
lied with carving and handcrafts, and 
Egyptian with slave labor. The in- 
dustrial designer is the artist who sees 
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rocky defiles above the clouds or the 
sharp-shooting of hardened black shirt 
patrols. 

The odysseys enacted during the 
past few months in the Franco-Swiss- 
Italian Alps would fill volumes. But 
they will never be written. The moun- 
tain folk who recount them, over ¢ca- 
rafes of wine and fondue in the out- 
of-the-way hostels, aie usually uncom- 
municative, especially to strangers. 
They still find their livelihood in 
smuggling and poaching, and the traf- 
fic they have built up recently (they 
charge as high as $20 per head for 
conducting parties through the secret 
passages overlooked by border patrols) 
is no one’s business but their own. 

There is a camaraderie, however, 
which exists among them—a brother- 
hood which never turns back a pen- 
niless fugitive who has made his way 
alone over the foothills that lead to 
the mountains. They ask no ques- 
tions, these taciturn guides. To them 
it makes no difference whether a man

The laws of his game are two. First.

If, says 
the artist, we remain faithful to these 
precepts, manufacture will be more ef- 
ficient and less costly, design and 
function being one and inseparable.

On the esthetic side 
the machine age, down to its humblest 
expression, will present to the future 
a face clean of the past. 

Airplanes, automobiles, ocean liners

The manufacturer modernized 
things a bit as time went on, but, ana- 
lyzed closely, the evils are still appar- 
ent. The big business man had other 
problems to worry over, terrific expan- 
sion over a short period of time, new 
mechanical improvements, the speed- 
ing up of the days. 

And then along came the industrial 
artist. He had been looking at the 
machine age, from the outside, for a 
long time. He had discovered that the 
manufacturer was too busy, too close 
to it all, to see... that the very speed, 
the very efficiency, the very mechanics 
over which the manufacturer was la- 
boring had created a new beauty. It 
was time to peel off the shell of the 
past. Not alone for the sake of prog- 
ress in art but also for the sake of 
progress in the machine itself. 

The good industrial designer is a 
full-fledged. debunker. You can 
tell him by his six-year-old desire to 


Fascists revised the royal decree on 
emigration. Penalties of 50 to 1000 
lire were prescribed for emigrants 
who, even in possession of passports, 
sought to leave the country without 
submitting themselves to supervision. 
Five years’ imprisonment was decreed 
for anyone indulging in or encourag- 
ing clandestine emigration.

To recount the tales of heroism and 
hardship, of courage and determina- 
tion to overcome all obstacles, would 
be repetitious. This tale will suffice. 

Four English amateur mountaineers 
returning to Zermatt after an ascen- 
sion of the peak Castor, encountered 
in the valley between Castor and Pol- 
lux a young Italian woman carrying 
an eight-months-old babe at her 
breast. Night was approaching, and 
through their glasses the tourists and 
their guides perceived two men fran- 
tically chopping steps in an ice crev- 
asse to assist the woman’s descent. 
The cold was becoming intense, as it 
always does as night falls in the high 
altitudes. 


EALIZING the woman's plight 
R en that a night spent on the 

glacier was certain to prove fatal, 
the party went to the rescue. By mak- 
ing use of their ropes and icepicks they 
managed to bring themselves and the 
refugees—the woman, her child, a por- 
ter and an Italian guide—to Zermatt 
just as darkness settled over the moun- 
tains. According to the guide, he had 
been engaged to escort the woman and 
her companion over the Theodule Gla- 
cier to Switzerland. The hue and cry 
raised by the black shirts had made 
the crossing impossible. Refusing to 


turn back, the woman preferred to risk 
death in the almost impassable pass 
between the two peaks—an altitude of 
12,870 feet, where snow and ice is per- 
petual. Her shoes had been torn to 
shreds, her black mantle was woefully 
inadequate, and only the timely as- 
sistance of the mountain climbers had 
saved her from the end that has over- 
taken so many unfortunates—death in 
the icy breath of the glaciers.

500 birds to the bar- 
rel, Roney estimated 
rail shipments for 
the summer at 14.4- 
500,000. This did 
not include the cor- 
goes by steamer 
from Petoskey, Che- 
boygan and other 
lake ports.

These trees 
have manifold bark, which, when 
old, hangs in shreds like rags or 
flowing moss, along their trunks 
and limbs. This bark will burn 
like paper soaked in oil. Here,

ANY records of large ship- 
MV ments exist. From Hart- 

ford, Michigan, during one 
large nesting, five carloads a 
day went out for 30. days, 
with an average of 8250 doz- 
en to the carload. From all 
records available the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter continued up al- 
most until the time that the pas- 
senger pigeon virtually had dis- 
appeared. N. W. Judy & Co. of St. 
Louis, the largest dealers in game 
and wild fowl in this territory, re- 
ported in 1895 that they had had 
no pigeons for two years, the last 
coming from Siloam Springs, Ar- 
kansas. 

On September 1, 1914, Martha, 
the last pigeon in captivity, died 
at the Cincinnati zoo at the age 
of 29. The body of the bird was 
sent to the Smithsonian Institute 
for mounting and subsequent dis- 
play in the National Museum. 

Occasional pigeons were report- 
ed as late as 1906. Possibly they 
were seen subsequent to this date, 
but no records exist in the litera- 
ture on the passenger pigeon. It 
has been popularly assumed thaf 
the species was extinct, and since 
Martha’s death in 1914 the Na- 
tional Audubon societies have of- 
fered a reward of $1500 to anyone 
who found a passenger pigeon’s 
nest, communicated the news to 
the headquarters of the societies 
and had the fact verified by orni- 
thologists who would promptly be 
sent to the scene. So far there 
have been no claimants. If the 
passenger pigeon still exists, he 
has the good sense to nest a long 
way from his human persecutors.

The project, however, did not 
prosper.

and until now it has stood de- 
serted on its high hill, blistered 
by summer’s sun and battered by 
winter's storm, seldom approached 
save by hikers from Chautauqua 
on their hilltop way to Elsah in 
the summer time.

But every 
one was sentenced for the equiva- 
lent of a life term. Each was giv- 
en as many years as he seemed 
likely to live, with five years add- 
ed just for good measure. 

Of those who escaped, one has 
already been killed in a gun fight, 
and the police are silent as to the 
others—silence that bodes no 
good for the men who thought 
they had beaten the law.
